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1.     RADIO  COFiEBEITCS  BECQIHIZES  IMPORTMCE  OF  AGBICUl'tHRE. 

The  third  National  Radio  Conference,  v/hich  met  in  Washington  last 
week,  was  confronted  by  a  Eost  complex  array  of  problems,  many  of  which  were 
highly  technical.    Jkaong  the  recommendations  of  interest  to  agriculture  v/as 
that  superpower  stations  be  licensed  on  an  experimental  basis  in  order  that 
the  effects  of  high  power  broadcasting  may  be  determined.     It  was  brought 
out  by  the  advocates  of  high  power  that  it  was  necessary  so  that  farmers 
living  in  remote  districts  might  have  the  same  advantages,  from  a  radio 
standpoint,  as  the  man  living  in  town. 

The  conference  went  on  record  as  unalterably  opposed  to  any  form  of 
monopoly  in  broadcasting.     It  is  anticipated  that  considerable  benefit  will 
result  from  the  suggestions  regarding  the  reallocation  of  wave  lengths  and 
the  re-zoning  of  the  United  States  ?/hich  will  permit  the  licensing  of  a  max- 
imum of  126  class  1  broadcasting  stations  (formerly  class  B  stations).  The 
elimination  of  class  C  stations  which  have  operated  on  a  wave  length  of  360 
meters  will  provide  eight  bands  of  frequencies  to  be  allocated  to  the  class 
1  stations.     It  is  e:rpected  that  the  recommendation  regarding  stations  of 
S       low  power  will  provide  greater  flexibility  to  the  system  since  all  stations 

having  less  than  100  watts  power  would  be  classified  as  class  3  and  allo- 
o       cated  wave  lengths  at  the  lower  end  of  the  broadcasting  range. 

Interconnection  of  broadcasting  stations  by  wire  lines  and  by  radio 
was  discussed  from  the  standpoint  of  the  development  of  a  national  service. 
The  im-portance  of  this  from  an  agricultural  standpoint  is  easy  to  see.  v/ith 
large  numbers  of  broadcasting  stations  sending  out  the  same  programs  simul- 
taneously it  would  be  possible  to  bring  before  the  i\merican  public  the  sig- 
nificance of  various  farm  problems  and  to  place  in  the  hands  of  all  farmers 
»-o  information  which  is  of  general  interest. 

During  the  conference,  several  representatives  of  broadcasting  sta- 
tions primarily  interested  in  agricixltural  information  met  with  Messrs. 
Wheeler,  Marquis  and  Gilbert  and  discussed  the  agr icultiiral  radio  broadcast- 
ing situation. 


2.     TETOTIVi:  SOY  B5M  GRADES  ISSUED. 

Tentative  grades  for  soy  beans  have  been  prepared  by  the  Hay,  Eeed 
and  Seed  Division  and  are  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  boards  of  trade 
and  merchants'  exchanges  in  the  large  soy  bean  markets  with  a  view  to  having 
them  used  on  this  season's  crop.     Tlie  Grain  Dealers  National  Association,  at 
its  annual  meeting  at  Cincinnati,  September  24,  passed  a  resolution  to  sup- 
port the  department  in  the  issxaance  of  the  tentative  grades. 

The  grades  have  been  v/orked  out  primarily  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
industrial  uses  of  soy  beans  but  they  may  also  be  used  in  the  marketing  of 
commercial  stocks  of  soy  beans  for  seed  p'orposes. 

Mimeographed  copies  of  the  tentative  grades  may  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Hay,  Eeed  and  Seed  Division.

ExiiilDits  shown       this  trj.rea-^a  at  the  ITstiozial  Dairy  S'r.on  at  V-ilTJevl^ee, 
SeptemhcT  27-Octooer  4  were  very  well  received,  according  to  B.  L,  Perkins, 
"Who  has  just  retixrned  from  the  show  where  he  had  charge  of  our  display-  Ee 
reports  that  the  consensus  of  ojjinion  was  that  the  ezhioits  as  a  wh^le  were 
much  hetter  this  year  than  last  when  the  show  was  held  at  Syracuse.  ITot 
only  the  presentation  of  the  separate  topics  which  went  to  mke  up  the  story 
of  dairying  "bv^t  the  arrangement  of  the  display  excelled  that  of  last  year. 

This  "bureau  participated  "by  preparing  6  "booths  as  follows:  I.^ar"icst 
information,  world  dairy  industry-,  extent  of  dairying,  cooperative  raar'iceting, 
economics  of  marketing  and  trend  of  prices.     Of  these  the  ones  relating  to 
cooperative  marketing  and  market  information,  the  ke^/note  of  the  latter  "being 
market  news  oy  radio,  drew  particular  interest. 

The  hacl^gro-and  of  the  marketing  information  "booth  was  a  picture  of 
the  interior  of  a  farm  home,  showing  the  hus"band  receiving  market  quotations 
and  the  wife,  posed  in  a  doorway  with  a  besket  of  eggs  in  her  hands  is 
anxiously  awaiting  the  miarket  report  hefore  sending  the  eggs  to  msrket.  Day- 
light screens  within  enlarged  ear -pieces  at  either  side  of  the  "booth  were 
used  for  the  showing  of  motion  pictures  and  te:xt  telling  a"bout  cur  market 
reports  and  the  various  systems  employed  by  this  bureau  for  their  dissemina- 
tion.    The  pic  tores  and  text,  tl-u'own  on  the  screen  by  means  of  a  projector 
located  back  of  the  main  panel,  alternated  so  that  w'nile  one  screen  told  the 
story  by  photography,  the  other  drove  hocie  the  same  lesson  by  text. 

Another  booth  represoutud  the  dairy  industry  in  this  as  well  as  other 
co-ontries  by  the  use  of  sbipt--  approaching  two  perils  -  one,  under-production, 
illustrated  by  high  rocks,  and  the  other,  over-production,  shown  by  a  whirl- 
pool.   At  the  top  of  the  panel,  the  followi:.\g  question  apneared:    "Csj:  the 
recent  expansion  go  on  in  the  world's  dairy  ind'AStiyf"    Still  another  pejiel 
gave  the  interesting  information  that  milk  produced  in  this  country  each 
year  would  float  oar  navy  and  showed  a  reservoir  of  this  healtlJ'ul  food. 
"The  Dawn  of  a  Better  Day"  was  the  title  of  the  cooperativs  marketing  panel, 
which  attracted  attention  by  the  use  of  an  electrical]y-dr iven  train  rassi::g 
over  a  bridge— the  bridge  of  supply  and  demand.     Cooperative  nerketing  es-  " 
sentials  and  marketing  oppor-cunities  were  given  on  the  sides  of  this  panel. 
Charts  and  tables  illustrate  the  economics  of  marketing  and  the  trend  of 
prices. 

The  Pathe  News  photogi'apher  was  very  much  interested  in  o'or  exhabit 
and  took  pictures  of  several  booths,  Lj.  Perkins  states.     So,  manv  of  us 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  vis'oalizing  the  ^jnicue  methods  of  the' bureau  in 
getving  across  its  messages  to  the  public.

Dr.  Julius  Hirsch  of  Berlin,  some  time  State  Secretary  of  the  Ger-^ 
man  Ministry  of  Economics,  and  at  present  Professor  at  the  Berlin  Handel s- 
hochschule,  is  visiting  the  United  States  to  study  our  agricultural  situ- 
ation.    Dr.  Hirsch  is  a  recognized  authority  on  Eu-ropean  affairs.     He  ad- 
dressed representatives  of  the  "bureau  at  3:30  today  when  he  outlined  the 
two  great  crises  through  which  Germany  has  passed  since  the  war.  The 
first  was  the  revolution  and  the  second  the  period  of  inflation.     He  gave 
an  excellent  review  of  the  significance  of  events  in  Germany  and  expressed 
great  hope  that  the  placing  of  the  German  loan  will  result  in  promoting 
peace  in  Europe  as  well  as  the  restoration  of  Germany's    industries.  He 
gave  figures  on  Germany's  foreign  trade  and  stated  that  he  helieved  there 
would  be  considerable  m.arket  in  his  country  for  American  products-  He 
further  stated  that  Germany  would  not  seriously  com.pete  with  American  in- 
dustries since  her  logical  r:ar>:et  is  in  southeastern  E-jrope.     He  also 
minimized  the  reports  of  increasing' exports  fromx  Russia ,  pointing  out  that 
the  dividing  up  of  the  estates  into  small  holdings  had  destroyed  the  pro- 
duction of  surplus  for  export.     Dr.  Hirsch  will  miake  a  trip  to  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  deliver  addressed  at  several  points.. 

6.  SADIQ  IDDSESSES. 

Radio  addresses  are  now  governed  by  the  same  regulations  that  apply 
to  material  for  outside  publication.     This  regr.lation  became  effective  with 
the  issuance  of  Memorandum  No.  , -503,  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  to  field  of- 
fices.   Radio  addresses  to  be  delivered  by  field  members  should  be  approved 
by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the' branch  office  or  field  station.     (See  para- 
graph two  of ,  memorandrsm. ) ,   Copies  of  all  addresses  broadcast  by  radio 
should  be  sent  to  the  Washington .  off  ice  of  the  division  concerned  Yifhich 
will  forward  them  to  the  librarian  for  filing. 

7.  3ETTBE  HAY  ?0R  TIiB  GOV^RFiylE.NT. 

Oftentimes  in  the  past. when  members  of  this  bureau  have  tried  to 
talk  better  hay  grades  to  dealers,  those  dealers  have  asked  why  the  Govern- 
ment itself  v;as  not  more  caxeful  in  its  purchases  of  hay.     These  complaints 
were  usually  caused  by  Government  agencies  letting  contracts  for  high 
grades  of  hay  and  then  accepting  much  lower  grades  for  delivery  on  these 
contracts.     On  this  account  many  dealers  refused  to  bid  on  Government  con- 
tracts, believing  the  risk  to  be  too  great,  as  it  seemiOd  necessary  to  make 
allov/ance  for  this  difference  betiveen  grade  bought  and  grade  delivered  in 
order  to  get  the  contract.     Then  if  the  person  receiving  the  hay  became 
strict  and  demanded  the  grade  actually  bo-'oght,  the  dealer  had  no  recourse 
and  had  to  furnish  whs.t  was  demanded  at  a  loss.     The  trouble  appeared  to 
be  due  to  the  persons  receiving  the  hay  not  being  familiar  with  grades. 

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  of  this  bureau,  has  been  endeavor- 
ing to  remedy  this  trouble  for  some  time.    As  the  Army  is  the  largest  hay 
buyer  of  the  Government,  most  of  the  complaints  came  from  there.  Last

winter  a  number  of  officers  from  the  Quartermaster  Departnent  and  all 
the  officers  at  the  Arny  Veterinary  School  v/ere  trained  at  the  "bureau 
hay  laboratory  in  the  use  of  the  Federal  grades.     'Tsvo  of  the  veterinary 
officers  trained  at  that  time  are  now  instructors  in  the  Arny  Veterinary 
School  and  expect  to  give  the  ccorse  to  the  class  each  vrinter.     This,  it 
is  believed,  will  in  a  short  time  acquaint  all  the  officers  vrith  7?hat 
hay  grades  should  he.    Officers  at  several  Army  Posts  have  also  sent 
samples  to  o-ar  he.y  laboratory  to  be  graded  to  assist  theia  in  grading  the 
hay  they  received. 

In  the  meantime,  another  way  has  been  found  to  combat  this  trouble. 
Two  cases  liave  been  reported  recent] y  to  the  Hay,  Teed  and  Seed  Division 
where  it  appeared  ths.t  attempts  rould  be  made  to  deliver  low  grade  hay  on 
Government  contracts.     These  cases  were  reported  both  to  the  Quartermaster 
Department  and  the  Veterinary  Coips,  with  the  result  that  contrfctors  have 
found  that  they  cannot  deliver  low  grades  any  more.     It  is  suggested  that 
whenever  in  the  future  complaints  of  this  kind  come  to  the  attention  of 
members  of  our  staff,  complainants  be  recnaested  to  fiirnish  all  the  facts 
to  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  so  that  similar  action  may  be  tsken  in 
all  cases.

TO  BE  I/IADE  BY  EDWIN  SMITE. 


Edwin  Smith,  formerly  of  the  Bureaix  of  Markets,  has  been  reinstated 
as  Assistant  Chief  Business  Specialist,  and  has  reported  to  the  Washington 
office  of  the  Eruit  and  Vegetable  Division.     On  November  1,  he  will  sail  on 
the  S.  S.  George  Washington,  going  first  to  England  and  later  to  the  conti- 
nent to  study  the  ms.rketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  peamits,  and  other 
American  farm  products  in  European  countries  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  market  requirements  and  trade  preferences  of  E^jropean  markets  im.- 
porting  these  agricultural  products,  with  a  view  to  improving  cvoc  present 
methods  and  enlarging  oui'  outlets,   the  amount  of  actual  and  potential  com- 
petition in  these  maxkets  from  other  surplus -producing  countries,  the  dis- 
tribution within  the  importing  countries,  the  grade  and  quality  of  American 
products  arriving  in  foreign  ports,  with  a  vie'v  to  determining  the  prac- 
ticability for  export  trade  of  the  grades  recommended  by  this  department.. 
Mr.  Smith  also  expects  to  develop  contacts,  through  vvhich  governmental 
agencies  and  foreign  importing  trade  mixy  be  familiarized  with  the  depart- 
ment's  plans  for  the  standardization  and  inspection  of  farm  products. 

¥sT.  Smith  reported  for  duty  at  'Wenatchee,  lislash.  ,  where  after  con- 
ferring YJith  the  trade,  he  csme  to  Washington  last  Eriday  for  conference 
with  bur  Is.     His  headquarters  abroad  are  to  be  iferseilles,  France. 
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Ifar.  Smith  received  his  B,  S.  decree  from  llichigsxi  ii^ricrilt-iral  Col- 
lege in  1912,  having  specialized  in  horticulVore ,  poniology  and  plant  pathol- 
ogy.   From  191?  to  1920,  he  was  employed  in  the  B-oreau  of  I'l^irkets  studying 
the  preservation  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  transit  ard  storage.  Fractic- 
ally  all  of  ¥x .  Smith';-:  work  has  been  in  the  northvvestern  friiit  districts. 
He  resigned  from  the  bureau  in  1920,  to  accept  a  position  with  the  rtenatchee 
Valley  Traffic  Association.     Later,  I/jt.  Smith  v/ent  into  the  export  business, 
during  which  time  he  also  was  employed  as  the  northwestern  representative  of 
the  United  States  Cold  Storage  Company  of  Chicai--o.     The  past  year  Lir.  Smith 
served  as  Secretary  of  the  l^brthwestern  Fruit  Growers'  Commission. 

3.  EGG  STAICDAEDIZATIOIJ  WORK  LISETS  \»  JTH  APPROVAL. 

The  National  Poultry,  Butter  and  Egg  Association,  at  its  annual  con- 
vention, at  Chicago,  October  13  ana  14,  \7ent  on  record  as  favoring  the  na- 
tional standardization  program  recoriimended  by  this  bureau  and  pledged  its 
cooperation  in  carrying  out:  this  program,  according  to  Eoy  C.  Potts,  who 
with  J.  M.  Borders,  represented  this  bureau  at  the  meeting.     The  association 
passed  a  resolution  advoca-cing  an  adequi>.te  appropriation  for  the  news  ser- 
vice so  needed  by  the  producer  as  v/ell  as  by  the  distributor  of  butter,  eggs 
and  cheese.    Ovx  market  news  work  was  endorsed,  and  the  possibility  of  hold- 
ing egg  candling  schools  in  a  n-Ouiber  of  States  was  discussed.  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  poultry  and  egg  shippers  associations  of  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Kansas  and  Iowa  were  particularly  interested  in  arranging  for  schools  where 
superintendents  of  egg  candling  plants  may  lecrn  to  candle  eggs  in  accordance 
with  U.  S.  tentative  grades.     These  superintendents  can  then  teach  individu- 
al candlers  the  application  of  the  7.  S.  grades  to  eggs  marketed  through 
their  plants. 

lJ\r.  Fotts  spoke  at  the  m.eeting  on  the  program,  of  national  egg  stand- 
ardization.   l^Ir.  Borders  gave  a  report  on  the  inspection  cf  225  shipments  of 
eggs  by  U.  S.  egg  inspectors. 

4.  CHOP  BQABD  TO  PUBLISH  CO'T^U^V^T^nrm^^^^ 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  will  release  abandorment  figi^res  collected 
by  It  this  year.     These  figures  will  be  published  October  25  as  a  supple- 
ment to  the  regular  crop  report  issued  on  that  date,  and  will  show  abandon- 
ment between  June  25  and  August  16,  and  between  June  25  and  Se-^tomber  16. 

The  abandonment  fig^ares  will  be  pub].ished  without  interpretation  by 
the  Crop  Board  inasmuch  as  there  are  no  comnarable  data  as  of  the  sbidb  dp.tes 
lor  previous  years.     The  ten-year  average  abandonment  as  repcrted  by  corre- 
spondents on  December  1  in  previous  years  will  also  be  gi-en.     The  board 
points  out  that  in  linking  comparison  between  the  figui^es  for  this  year  and 
pvevious  years,  the  figures  for  this  year  relate  to  abandonment  between 
June  25  and  August  16  and  betveen  J-ane  25  and  September  16,  whereas  the 
ligures  of  the  reported  average  abandonm.ent  for  previous  vears  cover  the 
period  between  June  25  and  December  1.

6.  AT  THE  BUREAU  CQUHCIL. 

Dr.  E.  D.  Ball  was  the  speaker  at  the  Bureau  Council  meeting  yester- 
day.    Dr.  Taylor  presided  and  in  introducing  Dr.  Ball,  who  told  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Scientific  Research,  said  that  the 
type  of  research  that  this  bureau  is  interested  in  is  the  type  that  will 
always  develop  into  service. 

Adequate  equipment,  adequate  salaries,  proper  amount  of  independence 
to  plan  and  conduct  work,  and  a  general  atmosphere  of  encouragement  are  the 
essentials  to  the  proper  developm.ent  of  research  v/orkers,  according  to  Dr. 
Ball.     He  stated  that  his  special  object  during  the  past  few  years  has  been 
to  get  the  right  kind  of  conditions  rather  than  to  line  up  the  scientific 
work  as  such.     To  him,   the  individual  loomed  larger  than  the  institution. 
Rules  and  regulations  should  be  subordinated  to  scientific  attain- 

ment ,  he  said. 

Dr.  Ball  pointed  out  that  what  the  department  wants  is  the  best 
available  man  or  woman  for  each  place,  and  whether  the  best  one  can  easily 
be  found  outside  or  inside,  will  depend  to  a  large  degree  upon  our  success 
in  developing  the  younger  men  and  women  taken  into  the  service.     If  a  man 
has  a  real  aptitude  for  research  and  a  desire  to  conduct  it,  he  will  always 
find  the  time  and  the  opportunity,  either  in  or  after  official  hours,  Dr. 
Ball  said.

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7.     m,  HQBSQH  GIVES  lU'IERBSTIKG  TALK. 


The  thriftiness  of  Swiss  farmers  was  "bro-aght  out  in  an  -anusually 
interesting  talk  last  Priday  to  nembers  of  the  staff  when  Asher  Hohson, 
who  has  nacLe  agricultural  surveys  of  several  countries  in  Europe,  spoke 
on  the  economic  phases  of  agriculture  in  Switzerland. 

Mr.  Hohson  outlined  what  is  known  as  strip  farming  and  said  th-at 
"because  of  this  handicap  the  farmer  was  not  able  to  employ  automotive 
machinery  or  other  modern  means  of  farming.    He  asked  "How  much  modern 
machinery  and  how  many  modern  methods  would  you  use  if  2/ou  had  to  divide 
all  of  your  fields  so  that  you  had  two  acres  of  wheat  divided  into  6  par- 
cels one  or  two  miles  apart?"    But  nearly  all  Swiss  farms  h^ve  liquid 
manure  pits,  which  he  characterized  an  earmark  of  progress. 

The  functions  of  the  Swiss  Peasants  Union,  an  admirable  organization, 
include  many  of  those  performed  by  our  government.     The  union  has  a  staff 
of  scientists,  conducts  farm  account  schools,  assists  in  keeping  farm  ac- 
counts, maintains  a  building  department  to  help  farmers  plan  buildir-gs, 
and  supports  a  land  evaluation  department. 

The  homines s  of  the  Swiss  peasant  home  was  greatly  admired  by  lor. 
Hobson,  and  the  thriftiness  of  the  people  impressed  him  so  that  he  said 
he  would  give  up  if  he  hpd  to  compete  with  the  Swiss.     They  make  the  least 
go  farthest  but  because  of  the  conditions  which  they  h^ave  a  certain  per- 
centage of  the  population  cannot  earn,  even  by  the  most  thrifty  methods, 
enough  above  bare  subsistence  to  keep  themselves  in  old  age.    lir.  Hobson' s 
concluding  remark  was  "Happy  farmers  in  America  with  all  their  troubles."

12 .  MTATI''75  EGG  GBADE3  DEM£)1^S  TSi-TED  ■THROUGHOUT  MIMjESOTA. 

Our  program  for  country-wide  standardization  of  eggs  was  heartily 
endorsed  at  the  one-day  meetings  held  last  week  at  six  points  in  Minnesota. 
These  meetings  were  condiicted  cooperatively  by  the  following  agencies: 
The  Minnesota  Dairy  and  IFood  Commission,  the  State  Department  of  jdgricul- 
ture,  the  extension  service  of  the  college,  and  this  bureaii.     J.  M.  Borders 
was  our  representative  and  he  reports  that  they  traveled  700  miles  by  auto- 
mobile to  meet  with  farmers,  country  merchants,  egg  shippers  and  dealers 
to  explain  and  demonstrate  our  tentative  grades  at  the  six  m.eetings. 

13.  BmEAU  FRSSS  RELEASES  EECEIVS  WIDE  DISOIIIBUTIOIT. 

The  interest  of  the  press  in  v/h-at  we  do  and  say  is  indicated  by  the 
wide  publicity  that  is  given  the  press  releases  issued  by  this  bureau. 

Of  1696  department  stories  clipped  during  September  from  over  2400 
separate  issues  of  about  342  periodicals,  785  were  stories  put  out  by  this 
bureau.     This  is  596  more  tlian  the  number  of  clippings  for  any  other  bureau 
in  the  department.     Tlie  clippings  are  from  farm  journals,  country  T/seklies, 
dailies,  and  general  magazines.     The  bureau  issues  about  30  press  stories 
a  month.

111.  ,  whereas  the  shipping  .points  for  the  HsJco  Special  are  i<ashington, 
D.  C. ,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Chicago,  111.,  and  San  Jrancisco,  Calif;  Exten- 
sive tests  have  "been  made  irith  these  inks  in  "both  large  and  sLsall  offices 
and  equally  good  results,  as  a  rule,  have  been  obtained  with  the  cheaper 
inks  as  with  the  higher  priced  one.     The  three  inks  will  "be  carried  in 
stock  for  the  present  and  ordered  from  the  contractors  for  field  delivery 
as  required,  "but  in  submitting  requisitions  in  the  future  for  the  $1.50 
ink  it  is  requested  that  statement  be  attached  advising  why  either  of  the 
other  two  inks  cannot  be  used  to  advantage.     If  no  statement  is  attached, 
one  of  the  lower  priced  inks  will  be  substituted.     It  is  suggested  th-at 
offices  which  have  not  tried  out  the  A.  B.  Dick  ITo.

11,895  bales  v/ere  handled,  and  this  mark  was  very  nearly  reached  a  second' 
time,  on  October  23,  Airhen  the  total  was  11, 739 • 

In  a.ddition  to  the  regulai'  classification  work  mentioned  above  the 
Board  su.pervised  the  transfer  into  the  New  York  market  of  9.692  bales  from 
the  New  Orleans  market.     It  was  necessary,  of  course,  to  certificate  this 
cotton  also.     A  total  of  10,896  cotton  class  certificates  were  issued  du.rir^g 
the  month. 

Twenty-six  of  the  Washington  force  of  the  Division  of  -Cotton  Market-  ■ 
ing  and  other  Divisions  spent  a  large  part  of  the  month  in  New  York  assist- 
ing with  the  work.     Eleven  cotton  classers  served  on  the  Board  of  Cotton 
Examiners  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  month  and  only  during  the  first 
few  days  of  the  month  was  the  membership  of  the  Board  less  than  six.  It 
was  also  necessary  to  employ  about  U5  local  clerks,  t^'-pists  and  la.borers. 

New  Orleans  Office  Also  Busy 

The  volume  of  cotton  classification  work  handled  by  the  New  Orleans 
Board  of  Cotton  Examiners  during  the  month  of  October  was  also  among  the 
largest  ever  handled  by  tlmt  Board.     In  the  regular  classification  work 
U6,^57  bales  were  classified  and  certificated,  10, 59^  bales  were  handled 
in  reviews  and  -che  Board  also  su.pervised  the  transfer  from  the  New  Orleans 
market  of  21,39^  bales,  which  -rnvQ  shipped  to  New  York  with  intentions  of 
delivery  on  New  York  future  contracts. 

Total  assessments  at  New  York  and  New  Orleans,  including  receipts 
from  seles  of  loose  cottan,  amounted  to  nearly  $69,000.00  during  the  month.

6^    ■SrjDEMT  WOOL  CHASTS  VALUED  £Y  SCHOOL 

Many  requests  h^ve  been  received  in  the  Wool  Section  for  student  charts 
which  are  prepared  primarily  for  use  of  students  interested  in  y/ooI  production 
and  marketing  methods.     Distribution  of  these  charts  is  limited  to  .schools 
where  extensive  use  of  the  charts  can  be  made.  •  The'  sets  Y;ere  made  up  as  an 
experiment,  but  have  been  found  of  much  value  by  a  mamber  of  schools  in  in- 
structing students. in  various  textile  operations. 

Word  has  been  received  from  the  Visual  Education  Department  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Schools  tha,t  tremendous  circulation  has  been  given  the  student  chart 
sent  by  this  bureau  to  be  placed  in  the  Circulating  Educational  Museum  which 
that  department  conducts.  All  materials  assembled  for  the  Museum  are  circulated 
through  the  296  schools  within  the  Los  Angeles  School  District.  The  various 
exhibits  are 'subject  to -call  by  the  teachers,  in  time  to  reach  the  classroom 
when  that  particular  subject  is  being  studied. 

The  student  wool  chart  contains  seven  specimens  of.  unwashed  wool  labeled 
m  accordance  with  market  tenns  for  the  grades  shovm.     The  specimens  represent 
wool  as  it  appears  when  shorn  from  the  living  sheep.     in  this  condition  it  is 
known  as  "grease"  wool.  .    In  "worsted"  manufacture  complicated  operations 
transform  the  scoured  wool  from  a  loose  mass  to  a  somewhat  unifom  strand. 
Six  samples  show  the  r.esults  of  important  o'oe rations  which  take  place  in

TELLS  OE  FUNCTIONS  OF  HIS  O^^E^ICE. 

W.  G-.  Campbell,  Director  of  Regalatory  Work  in  the  department,  was 
the  gaest  speaker  at  the  coancil  meeting  Monday  morning,    Dr,  Taylor,  in 
introdacing  Mr.  Campbell,   said  that  since  we  have  this  nevi  director  with 
whom  we  are  to  have  close  relations  continaoasly,  he  thoaght  it  woald  be 
a  good  thing  to  have  the  director  tell  as  what  he  is  going  to  do  and  how 
he  is  going  to  do  it.    Dr.  Taylor  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr.  Tenny, 
who  is  giving  special  attention  to  regalatory  work,  as  contact  man  between 
this  bareaa  and  Mr,  Campbell's  office. 

The  two  outstanding  purposes  of  the  office  of  Director  of  Regalatory 
Work,  Mr,  Campbell  said,  were  first  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  informa- 
tion by  which  knowledge  within  the  department  or  comon  to  a  certain  office 
or  head  of  the  departm.ent  could  be  distributed,  referred,  submitted  to  those 
immediately  interested  in  it,  and  applied  to  their  particular  advantage. 
This  would  also  assist  in  bringing  to  one  line  of  work  eicperience  gained  ^ 
in  another.    Tlie  other  function  is  to  participate  in  the  determination  of 
the  Dolicies  to  be  adoTDted  and  lororaulgated  for  the  enforcement  of  each  of 
the  laws  administered  by  the  department,    Mr,  Campbell  also  pointed  out  ^ 
that  his  office  is  to  aid  in  talcing  some  of  the  strain  off  the  Secretary 
and  to  formulate  continuous  policies  that  will  stand  even  though  changes 
in  administration  occur c 

Mr.  Ca^Tipbell  assured  his  listeners  there  is  to  be  no  exercise  of 
arbitrary  authority  by  his  office.    He  said:     "If  there  can  not  be  mutual 
and  sympathetic  participation  in  conferences  between  the  bureau  or  the 
independent  sab-division  of  the  depa.rtment  engaged  in  the  administration 
of  these  laws  mth  the  Director  of  Regulatory  Work  in  iihich  all  available 
information  can  be  placed  on  the  table  so  that  conclusions  as  to  the  best 
and  proper  coarse  can  be  made  on  that  information,   then  we  will  not  have 
the  results  that  undoo-btedly  mast  have  been  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
were  responsible  for  a-dvocating  and  fostering  this  arrangement," 

The  voldine  'of  regalatory  work  of  the  department  is  enormous.  About 
sixty  laws  are  now  being  administered.    To  discharge  his  duties  effectively, 
Mr.  Campbell  said  that  he  must  keep  in  too-ch  with  the  activities  of  the 
units  engaged  in  enforcement  work,  and  to  bring  this  about  he  has  suggested 
the  appointment  of  bureau  contact  officers^

Mr.  Batterworth  will  leave  TTashington  again  ne:-:t  S'lnday  to  revisit 
the  associations  and  give  sabseqaent  demonstrations,  particalarly  of  the 
standard's  for  low-grade  cotton,  •

Wool  grading  is  to  be  taoght  by  correspondence,  if  the  soggestion  of 
the  Missoori  State  Marketing  Boreaa  is  carried  oat.     In  a  letter  to  G.  T. 
Willingmyre,  D.  C.  Rogers,  of  the  Missoari  Bareaa,   suggests  the  feasibility 
of  establishing  a  correspondence  school  in  wool  grading.     In  oatlining  his 
plan,  Mr.  Rogers  proposes  that  a  set  of  the  official  standards,  a  set  of 
50  or  more  samples  of  wool  serially  nambered,  and  blank  forms  for  indicating 
the  grade  of  each  sample,  be  fornished  to  prospective  stadents.

Semi-monthly  cotton  crop  reports  pahlished  'ohis  year  Dy  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board  have  tended  to  redace  rather  than  accent aate  market  ilactaa- 
tions,  states  the  hoard  in  replying  to  commanications  f rominernDers  of  Con- 
gress, cotton  exchanges  and  trade  organizations  that  the  reports  have  made 
the  markets  andaly  sensitive. 

"It  is  felt  that  from  the  standpoint  of  the  cotton  planter  it  Tzoald 
he  a  serioas  mistake  to  discontinae  these  reports,  at  least  daring  the 
period  '7hen  the  halk  of  the  cotton  crop  is  "being  picked  and  moved  to  mar- 
ket," the  board  says, 

"To  attribo.te  the  flactaations  in  the  cotton  market  daring  the 
present  season  to  the  semi-monthly  cotton  reports,  is  to  overlook  m.any 
other  factors  riiich  have  had  an  important  imlaence  on  cotton  prices,  sach 
as  the  short  carryover,  T7hich  has  made  the  market  extremely  sensitive  to 
change  in  crop  prospects;  the  ansati sf actory  condition  of  the  cotton  dry- 
goods  trade  and  the  spinning  indastry,  as  well  as  the  general  economic 
sitaation  of  the  world,  which  have  also  affected  the  demand  for  cotton, 
and  prices,  mach  more  than  asaal»" 

Figares  addaced  "by  the  hoard  show  that  in  fact  the  range  of  cotton 
prices  daring  the  past  f oar  months  between  the  daily  high  and  low  prices 
has  not  been  nearly  as  wide  this  year  as  last.    Also  that  the  average 
deviation  of  daily  closing  cotton  prices  from  the  m.onthly  average  for  the 
same  period  is  only  slightly  more  than  for  last  year,

13'    ^/IR.  ESTABROQK  REPORTS  UPON  TRIP  THROUGH  BRAZIL. 

In  a  letter  from  Leon  M.  Estabrook  to  Dr,  Taylor,  dated  Santos,  Brazil, 
October  7,  he  says  in  part; 

"I  made  the  12--hour  daylight  ""rip  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  Sao 
Paulo.    Practically  the  entire  distance  is  mountainous;  the  train  passes 
through  13  or  more  tunnels,  and  there  is  very  little  agriculture,  !rhe 
steep  slopes  of  some  of  the  mountains  have  patches  of  coffee  and  bananas. 
Saw  a  few  fields  of  mandioca,  but  no  cotton.     I  am  told  that  this  is  an 
old  worn-out  coffee  region. 

"All  southern  Brazil  is  suffering  from  a  U-months  continous 
drought.     The  estimated  crop  for  the  coming  season  is  reduced  already 
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one  third.    I  spent  three  days -in  the  city  of  Sao  raalo,  capital  of  t-e 
State  of  saaTie  nair.e,  mtex-vi-wi-ng  Araerice.n  consal,  ccraercial  attache, 
president  of  the  chamber  of  ccir^nnerce.  ana  officials  in  the  State  depart- 
ment of  agricalture..    Ail  agree  that  the  coffee  crop  -rill  "be  reduced 
one-third  and  cotton  area  in  the  State  doabled.    Yoa  -.vill  ce  surprised 
to  kno^;7  that  Sao  Paalo  no-j  has  700,000  inliahitants  and  is  gror-ing  like 

Los  Angeles^  _ 

"In  company  vdth  the  State  Entomologist,  Adolf  riempel,  American, 
graduate  of  Illinois  State  University,  I  made- the  12-hoar  daylight  trip 
to  Ribeirao  Preto,  in  the  heart  of  the  coffee  region. 

"VJe  rode  in  a  Ford  across  coontry  throogh  many  miles  of  coffee 
plantations,  stopping  for  dinner  at  the  Fazenda-  Dumont  and  for  the 
night  at  Fazenda  Gaatapara,  these  tv.ro  "being  among  the  largest  in  Erazil, 
The  last  has  nearly  2,000,000  hearing  ti'ees  and  a  popalaticn  of  more  than 
3,500,    It  keeps  several  hundred  head  of  grade  cattle  simply  for  the 
manare,  and  the  administrator  apologized' hecaase  he  coold  give  ac  neither 
milk  nor  "batter. 

"Saturday,  Octo"ber  U,  I  made  the  S-hoar  daylight  trip  fron  G-aatapara 
to  Sao  Paalo  by  a  different  root,e,  and  in  addition  to  coffee,  mandioca  and 
some  sugar  cane,  rice  and  bananas,  sav;  some  figs,-  vineyards,  and  a  settl3r.ent 
of  north  American  secessionists  vho  came  to  Brazil  at  the  close  of  the 
civil  -uar  and  have  developed  a,  small  melon  industry.    I  sav:  many  cotton 
fdelds  from  which  the  stall'is  are  being  removed  and  homed.    At  Ouatapara 
cotton  seed  iras  being  sorted  out  by  hand  into  three  classes.  Big  Ball, 
Russell,  and  Other,  the  basis  being  color  and  size.    Also  sa--  t:ie  seed 
being  fumigated  for  pirjk  boll  TOrm, 

"The  coffee  pest  micii  has  recently  appeared  in  large  nambers  is 
causing  much  apprehension,  but  t"ne  entomologist  says  it  can  be  readily 
controlled  by  spraying, 

"The  State  department  of  agricaltore  vas  verj'  coorteoas,  detailed 
Mr.  Hempel  to  accompany  me  and  paid  transportation  expenses. 

"The  railroads  in  Rio  and  Sao  Paulo  refused  to  sell  me  transportation 
south  bo  Montevideo  or  T7est  to  Coromba,  so  my  only  recourse  was 

to  return  to  Buenos  Aires  by  boat, 

"Had  excessively  hot  ^.veather  on  the  trit)  to  the  coffee  region,  and 
3  days  sunshine,  although  obscured  by  smoke  from  burning  pastures  arid  7?oods. 
The  rest  of  the  time  sines  leaving  Buenos  Aires  has  been  cloudy  and  cool, 
but  no  rain.    TJill  e:rpect  to  leave  for  United  States  first  \7eek  in  ITovember."

There  has  recently  been  devel  ped  and  placed  on  the  market  a  net? 
mimeograph  stencil  kno"Ti  as  the  "Mimeotjrpe, Trhich  does  not  require  moistenir^- 
v/ith  Derma::  or  sim.ilar  liqaid.    This  nexr  stencil  is  found  to  be  superior  to 
the  Dermatype  in  convenience  in  handling  and  in  clear-cat  impressions  on 
finished  \7ork;  it  does  not,  honever,  appear  to  be  as  strong  and  durable, 
and  hence  as  a  rule  not  as  many  impressions  can  be  obtained  as  -rith  the 
vet  stencil. 

In  placing  the  nev  "Mimeotype"  stencils  in  the  typcTTTiter  a  thin 
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f  ilDroas  sheet  is  inserted  "between  the  stencil  and.  the  backing,  a  sapply 
being  famished  with  each  qaire.    Wlien  illustrations  are  draivn  or  writing 
is  done  by  hand,  the  insert  sheet  should  not  ha'ased.     It  is  then  necessary 
to  ase  only  a  stylas,  withoat  the  asaal  flexible  signature  plate.  Care 
should  he  taken  to  have  the  typewriter  perfectly  clean  and  free  from 
Dermax,    It  is  not  necessary  to  strike  the  keys  of  the  machine  nvith  as 
much  force  as  when  catting  a  Dermatj^e  stencil,  in  facfhy  striking  the 
keys  too  hard  or  using  too  hard  a  platen,  some  of  the  letters  are  likely 
to  he  cut  out.    For  making  corrections  it  is  important"  to  ruh"  mth  a 
paper  clip  to  partially  close  the  opening  in  the  stencil  "before  applying 
the  varnish  sparingly,  ,  .  '  , 

This  new  stencil  has  been  tried  out  recently  in  many  of  the 
"bureau  offices  and  the  results  have  heen  particularly  pleasing.  The 
cost  is  slightly  higher,  25,  cents  per  quire  for  the  long  stencils,  hut 
since  the  cost  of  moistening  fluid  is  saved  and  presumahly  the  expensive 
deterioration  to  typewriters  through  its  use  is  prevented,   it  is  helieved 
the  new  stencils  will  be  found  more  economical  as  well  as  more  satisfactory 
to  use.    It  is  said  that  the  type  fills  up  much  faster  when  Mimeotype 
stencils  are  heing  cut  than  it  does  with  the  Dermatype  and  also  that  it 
is  more  essential  to  have  the  type  clean  at  all  times  in  order  to  ohtain 
clearcut  impressions.    For  these  reasons  the  use  of  a  special  copper  wire 
"brush  has  been  recommended  hy  the  mimeograph  co:£tpa?.iy.    These  brushes 
should  not  be  ordered,  however,,  unless  the  now  ste?icils  are  to  be  used, 
as  the  cost  is  $leOO  each.    In  the  meantime  the  ordinary  TA'pewriter  brush 
with  a  little  added  effort  will  serve  the  purpose  satisfactorily.     It  is 
suggested  that  offices  using  these  copper  wire  brushes  watch,  for  a  while 
at  least,  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  use  of  a  wire  brush  causes  any 
inj^ury  to  the  type.     'The  new  stencils  and  vrlre  brushes  will  be  furnished 
from  stock  or  or.darnd  from  the  contractor  a.s  required.     It  is  suggested 
that  offices  not  yet  familiar  with  the  use  of  "Mimeotype"  stencils  order 
a  quire  and  try  them  out.

One  of  the  interesting  pha,ses  of  the  study  of  beef  cattle  industry 
of  Southwest  Virginia  is  the  determination  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
cattle  which  make  them  less  desirable  than  cattle  from  the  West.  Dark 
meat,  as  a  rule,  is  discriminated  against  by  the  consumer  and  inasmuch  as 
many  of  these  cattle  "cut  black" ,  the  Virginia  farmer  does  not  receive  as 
good  a  price  for  his  cattle  as  the  y/estern  ranchman  gets  for  his.  The 
Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division  is  trying  to  determine  ?/hat  causes  meat 
to  be  dark  and  therefore  less  attractive  in  appearance,  and  at  the  same 
time,  the  division,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics,  will 
^       ascertain  whether  the  dark  meat  when  cooked  is  less  palatable  than  the 
bright  red  cuts. 

3  The  first  test  was  conducted  last  week  after  B.  F.  McCarthy,  the 

New  York  representative  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  selected 
from  New  York  coolers  typical  three-rib  cuts  from  choice,  good  and  medium 
carcasses  representing  bright  and  black  cutting  meat.     The  meat  was  shipped 
to  Washington  where  it  was  photographed  and  studied.     Tive  of  the  cuts, 
representing  finished  or  Icng-fed  steers,  Virginia  grassers  and  western 
grassers,  were  tiirned  ever  to  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  for  cooking 
tests.     Under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Rowena  Schmidt  the  meat  was  roasted 
under  as  near  uniform  conviitions  as  possible  and  served  at  a  buffet  luncheon 
last  Saturday.    Each  roast  bore  an  identification  number  and  the  guests  were 
■given  samples  frora  each  and  asked  to  score  the  meat  on  the  basis  of  appear- 
ance, grain,  tenderness,  juiciness  and  flavor.     Seventeen  complete  score 
cards  were  tuxned  in,  from  v/hich  it  was  noted  that  Virginia  cattle  received 
the  lowest  grading  on  tenderness  and  grain,  and  the  lowest  totalis  for  the 
lot.

The  whole  investigation  is  being  conducted  cooperatively  by  this  bureau  and

Activities  of  and  asi^istance  needed  in  extension  r/ork  were  discussed

largest.  ^The  extension  office  supervises  the  administration  of  the  Smith- 
Lever  funds  appropriated  "by  CongiesB  for  v/ork  in  States  '-vhich  put  up  eq^oal 
sums  of  money  for  carrying  on  the  work.     For  convenience  in  adainistrati:)n, 
the  country  is  divided  into  four  regions  of  ahout  12  States  each  as  follows; 
Kortheastci-a,  Southern,  ¥crth  Central  and  western. 

Ee^-'Ognitiun  of  asf.i'jtance  rendered  "by  this  bareau  was  freely  accorded 
"by  Mr.  ¥arb-arton  snd  several  instances  of  specific  help  were  "broufht  cue. 
'''Ihe  igricultural  Situation'-'  edited  "by  A.  B.  Genung,  v/as  mcnticacii  as  being 
a  rcost  helioful  way  of  keeping  the  farmers  end  the  State  and  county  extension 
leader !^  informed  of  the  country -wide  farming  sit^aation.     He  prais'^.d  the 
style  and  Eaks--ap  of  this  periodical  and  said  that  v/hile  its  co2cr  -  "blue  - 
h£.d  represented  a  recent  sta.te  of  mind  among  many  farmers,  he  ho2oed  that 
the  situation  might  he  pinker  in  the  future,     rle  commended  the  excellent 
work  performed  hy  James  K.  Wallace  in  the  cattle  grading  demonstrations  re- 
cently given  in  the  west;  also  H.  M.  Dixon's  extension  activities  in  farm 
managem.ent.    Mr.  Viarhurton  spoke  highly  of  the  help  rendered  the  Oregon 
Extension  service  hy  Henry  T.  Crosby  in  the  recent  survey  of  the  production 
and  consumption  of  agricultural  products  in  Benton  County,  Ore.     The  talks 
given  by  R.  c.  Potts  and  C.  V.  Yfhalin  at  the  Tucson  conference,  he  charac- 
terized as  "fine  and  helpful  economic  revier.'s"  . 

Mr.  Vfarburton  suggested  the  desirability  of  more  personal  contacts 
between  vrisubers  of  cur  staff  and  extension  forces  and  pointed  out  the  need 
for  more  speakers  at  extansion  conferences  to  outline  the  objects  of  our 
work  and  to  point  out  uses  to  which  results  may  be  put.    He  said  that  ex- 
tension workers  wanted  to  know  more  about  our  intentions-to-plant  surveys 
and  suggested  that  men  familiar  with  crop  and  liv'ostock  statistics  attend 
county  agent  meetings  to  tell  about  our  crop  esti-Tiating  services.  They 
are  also  arjcious  to  learn  more  about  our  commodity  nev/s  services,  want  in- 
forrn^nion  on  foreign  and  domestic  demand,  grades  and  packs,  and  are  desir- 
ous of  1-aiowing  raore  about  the  principles  of  cooperative  marketing  and  their 
application.    Other  phases  cf  cur  work  on  which  they  seek  advice'are:  Use 
of  the  warehouse  act,  farm  financing,  land  utilization  and  reclamation  and 
taxation,    iixtension  people  are  also  interested  in  learning  of  the  res'olts 
of  the  njjr-ai  life  studies  being  conducted  by  'Dr.  C  J.  C-clpin.     Tnis  latter 
information  ha.s  a  bearing  on  beys  and  girls  club  work.

Half  a  million  farraers  will  "be  asked  to  report  to  us  next  month  the 
nmnber  of  cot/s  and  heifers  kept  for  milk  this  year  compared  v/ith  last,  the 
n'Oivher  of  hens  e^A  pullets  of  Is.yi.T^g  age,  and  the  nvicher  of  sows  farrowed 
or  hred  to  f.^rro'.';  this  fall  and  next  spring.

4.  ECONOMIC  I-ITI^IBiSS  OF  M 

SUGijE-CAIil  'WIE-n  TO  3E  SgUSIED. 

The  economic  importance  of  a  nev/  disease  resistant  variety  of  sugar 
cane  developed  by  the  Bureaux  of  Plant  Industry  is  to  he  studied  hy  this 
bureau,  according  to  L.  G.  Michael,  who  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to 
Louisiana  where  he  attended  a  meeting  called  by  the  Governor  of  that  State 
to  witness  a  demonstrs.tion  of  the  high  qualities  of  the  newly  developed 
Ame?.^ican  £uperc<?:ne.     The  demonstration  was  given  at  Houffja,  about  5k,  miles 
north  of  New  Orleans. 

Because  the  stigar  industry  of  Louisiana  has  greatly  deteriorated 
due  to  certain  plant  diseases  tha.t  affect  the  American  canes.  Dr.  3ra.ndies, 
of  the  Bu.rea.u  of  Pl/=;nt  Industry,  undertook  to  develop  new  strains  with  a 
view  to  extending  the  present  sugar  industry  of  the  South.    After  visiting 
Java  and  other  countries,  he  brought  back  to  the  Florida  experimental  sta- 
tion varieties  which  he  crossed  \vith  American  sorts  developing  several  new 
strains . 

¥\r ,  Michael  reports  tha.t  the  group  of  50-60  invited  men  inspected 
the  test  fields  where  the  improved  strains  were  grown  side -by  side  with 
other  varieties.     The  contrast  was  very  rerruarkable ,  he  said.     The  local 
varieties  were  stunted  and  sickly,  but  the  department's  new  strains  were 
vigorous,  and  producing  good  j-ields.    Because  the  ne;v  strains  are  disease 
and  cold  resistant,  it  is  believed  that  the  cane  sirup  belt  can  be  extended 
a  few  miles  farther  north.     Although  the  new  ca.nes  are  smaller,  the  pro- 
duction is  higher  —  30-40  tons  to  the  acres  compared  with  10-15  tons  of 
the  old  sorts.     The  new  cajies  will  produce  several  years  and  one  acre  of 
new  cane  will  plant  from  30-40  acres,  whereas  one  acre  of  the  old  varieties 
will  plant  but  5  acres..    The  sugar  content  is  somewhat  low  and  the  ne?i/  canes 
are  harder  but  these  drawba.cks  are  more  than  offset  by  their  outstanding 
merits,  it  was  pointed  out. 

Frederick  3.  Stevens,  Assistant  iigricul turist ,  cooperatively  em- 
ployed by  this  bureau  and  the  Louisiana  State  College  of  Agriculture,  will 
distribute  cane  among  50-60  farmers  ivith  whom  he  is  working  to  determine 
the  economic  fitness  of  it  compared  with  the  old.     It  is  to  be  expected, 
Mr.  Michael  states,  that  somewha.t  more  labor  will  be  required  to  harvest 
the  new  canes,  and  some  changes  in  milling  machinery  to  extract  the  sugar 
content  may  bs  necessary  but  the  higher  acreage  that  can  be  planted,  the 
increased  value  of  yield  per  acre  and  the  disea.se  and  cold  resistant  qual- 
ities are  f rectors  pointing  toward  the  profitable  cultiva^tion  of  the  new 
varieties  as  an  economic  possibility.

Ihe  Army  Veterinary  School  conducted  each  year  at  the  Army  Medical 
Center,  Walter  Eeed  Hospital,  ^»ashington,  "began  including  the  study  of  hay 
grading  in  its  course  la.st  year.     The  coiorse  of  study  for  the  class  this 
year  includes  89  hours  of  xvork  on  hay  grading,  '.7hich  is  to  he  done  at  the 
hay  standardiz:ation  lahoratory  of  this  hureau,  in  \»ashington.     The  offi- 
cers in  the  school  hegan  their  work  in  the  lahoratory  last  Monday.  The 
course  calls  for  devoting  four  afternoons  a  week  to  this  suhject  for  the 
remainder  of  the  present  calendar  year.     This  year  most  of  the  teaching 
vtill  he  done  hy  officers  of  the  Veterinary  Corps,  v/ho  took  the  co'urse  at 
our  lahoratory  last  year.     The  Hay,  I'eed  and  Seed  Division  vrill  furnish 
the  facilities  and  assist  the  army  instructors  in  lahoratory  v7ork  and  hy 
lectures  hy  memhers  of  the  staff.

General  to  iuske  this  ruling  effective  on  a  recent  date,   such  as  Cctc':er  1, 
in  order  not  to  work  a  hardship  on  those  who  have  claimed  and  secixred  reim- 
bursement for  periods  between  these  hours  in  the  pa-st.     It  is  believed  that 
the  fiscal  regulations  will  be  amended  very  soon,  modifying  the  allowance 
of  actual  expenses  for  trips  ai^ay  from  officia-1  station  of  24  hours  or  less.

Hearings  on  the  estimates  for  next  year's  expenditures  were  held  yes- 
terday and  today  at  the  Capitol  before  the  Sub-Committee  on  Agriculture  of 
the  Appropria.tions  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,     Dr.  Taylor 
and  Mr.  Tennj?-  presented  the  work  of  the  biireau,  a.nd  were  assisted  by  Messrs- 
Lfe-rquis,  Kitchen,  Sherraa.n,  Yohe,  Besley.  Palmer,  Callander,  Tolley,  Murphy 
and  Boer ner  and  Miss  Clark. 

Representative  Vvalter  Magee  of  Nev/  York  was  acting  chair.ma.n  of  the 
sub -commit tee.     Other  .members  x^ere  Representative  James  P.  Buchanan  of  Texas 
and  Representative  Edward  E.  V;'ason  of-  Ne\7  Hampshire. 

The  hearings  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  from  the  bureau's  point 
of  view.     No  information  regarding  our  estima.tes  will  be  available  until 
after  the  budget  has  been  presented  to  Congress. 
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3.     DISCUSSION  01  EmaAU  ACIiniVEMENTS 
RESI3^IED  AT  UOWAY  I^EETIIIGS. 

The  plan  of  calling  upon  each  division  leader  for  a  report  on  the 
outstanding  achievements  of  his  respective  division  was  resumed  at  the  bu- 
reau council  meeting  yesterday  morning.     It  v/ill  he  remembered  th-a.t  five 
division  heads  had  an  opportunity  of  reviewing  the  accomplishments  of  their 
ijmits  several  months  ago. 

In  summarizing  the  activities  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  Dr. 
L.  C.  Gray  said  that  most  of  the  work  of  the  "bureau  presupposes  the  farrier 
on  his  farm  and  is  designed  to  help  him  determine  r;hat  enterprises  he 
should  engage  in,  how  to  organize  the  business  of  carrying  on  these  enter- 
prises, and  how  to  dispose  of  the  products.     It  is  most  irqportant ,■  however , 
for  farmers  to  knov/  whether  they  should  expand  their  operations  or  reduce 
their  scope,  buy  additional  land,  borrov;  more  xaoney,  etc.     It  is  desirable 
that  an  intelligent  answer  be  given  to  these  questions  based  on  a  careful 
assembling  and  intelligent  interpretation  of  all  the  facts  rather  than  to 
permit  agricultural  expansion  to  proceed  blindly  or  to  be  motivated  mainly 
by  impulses  originating  with  speculative,  real  estate,  commercial,  or  bank- 
ing interests.    One  of  the  principal  objectives  of  the  Division  of  Land  5cc- 
nomics.  Dr.  Gray  pointed  out,  is  to  determine  the  proper  rate  of  expansion 
of  American  Agriculture  and  its  proper  direction.     'The  division  is  also 
concerned  with  the  methods  of  land  settlement  and  the  systems  of  land  tenure 
The  study  of  the  trend  of  values  of  farm  real  estate  and  the  conditions  in- 
fluencing this  trend  underlies  all  of  the  work  on  land  utilization,  settle- 
ment, and  tenure.     The  supply  and  demand  of  farm  labor  and  conditions  of 
employment  are  also  clocoly  related  to  land  utilization  and  to  the  financial 
and  tenure  progress  of  farmers.     The  subject  of  land  tenure  particularly 
has  been  encompassed  with  a  large  amount  of  dogmatism  and  sentimental  gen- 
eralization.   Dr.  Gray  concluded  by  saying  it  is  important  to  obtain  the  ■ 
actual  facts  and  to  look  ;hem  squ^x-ely  in  the  face. 

The  preparation  and  distribution  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  luarkets"  was 
discussed.

WORK  PORGIIG  AHEAD.  • 

H.  M.  Dixon,  in  claaTg,e  of  farm  management  extension  work,  recently- 
returned  from  a  trip  to  the  western  States. where  assistance  was  given  the 
State  leaders  of  that  work.    A  number  of  meetings  were  attended,  and  some 
neTif  lines  of  work  were  introduced.     There  is  a  growing  demand  in  the  western 
States  for  all  types  of  economic  data  that  will  aid  in  sound  extension  teach- 
ing.   Because  of  the  extreme  specialization  of  the  farming  industry  in  many 
areas  of  the  West,  farmers  are  often  more  interested  in  keeping  and  analyzing 
enterprise  accounts  than  farm  accounts.    Mr.  Dixon  reports  that  increased 
attention  will  be  given  to  farm  management  extension  v/ork  with  juniors,  and 
to  that  dealing  with  account  summaries,  enterprise  accounts,  tours,  the  dis- 
semination of  timely  economic  material  regarding  the  leading  enterprises  of 
the  different  areas  and  the  supplying  of  economic  data  to  aid  in  developing 
extension  programs. 

Mr.  Dixon  also  attended  a  three-day  farm  management  extension  confer- 
ence at  Ithaca,  N,  Y.  ,  \vhere  subject  matter  and  extension  methods  for  use 
during  the  coming  winter  were  carefully  appraised.     This  meeting  was  in 
charge  of  Dr.  V.  B.  Hart.    A  number  of  two-day  schools  will  be  conducted  in 
that  State  where  both  farm  management  and  marketing  will  be  emphasized, 
live  men  v;ill  aid  in  the  vsrork  in  Uew  York  this  winter. 

6.  HIGH  rSAISE  ACCORDED  .  ' 

"FOEEIGN  CROPS  AND  MARKETS."' 

The  ?/idespread  and  practical  Use  of  "Foreign  Crops  and. Markets"  is 
indicated  by  the  returns  received  from  a  recent  circularization  of  the  mail- 
ing list  for  tha,t  periodical.     These  returns  came  from  farmers'  organizations, 
publishers,  bankers.  State  marketing  officials,  merchants,  statisticians, 
governmental  agencies,  commercial  exchanges,  and  universities.,  to  attest  to 
the  value  of  the  information  contained  in  the  report. 

Publishers  of  the  Wall  Street  Journal  state  that  they  "make  constant 
use  of  it".     "Couldn't  do  without  it"  writes  the  statistician  of  the  National 
City  Bank  of  New  York  City.    "A  most  helpful  publication"  is  what  the  mana- 
ger of  the  Washington  Bureau  of  the  Standard  Statistics  Co.  characterizes  it. 
The  marketing  director  of  the  Minnesota  State  Department  of  Agriculture  con- 
siders "the  service  rendered  by  this  publication  valuable  to  the  business 
man,  student,  and  leader  in  rural  thought".    A  correspondent  from  Swarthmore, 
Pa.,  \7rites  "I  value  it  highly.  *  *  *    I  pass  it  on  to  100,000  people  a  year. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  unsolicited  comments  praising  For- 
eign Crops  and  Markets.  This  report,  as  is  generally  known  throughout  the 
bureau,  is  devoted  priniarily  to  foreign  agricultural  production  statistics, 
but  includes  current  information  on  foreign  markets  and  market  conditions, 
prices,  international  trade  and  other  economic  factors  that  affect  the  sup- 
ply and  demand  for  agricultural  commodities  in  foreign  countries.  Loyd  V. 
Steere,  Assistant  j&gricult-uxal  Economist,  is  the  editor. 
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7.  STAMJASSIZATION  CQITTDIUES  ITS  ?ORV/ASD  MAP.CH. 

As  an  excellent  example  of  what  standardization  specialists  in  the 
hureau  are  "plugging  away  at",  H.  A.  Spilnan,  who  recently  returned  from 
Florida  calls  attention  to  the  resolution  unanimously  adopted  hy  the 
Standard  Container  Manufacturers  Association  which  met  at  Jacksonville, 
ITovemher  12.     This  resolution  approved  and  endorsed  the  proposal  of  this 
"bureau  to  establish  a  standard  two-dozen  lettuce  crate. 

Tollowing  the  agreement  last  spring  of  the  l\;e7/  York  Vegetable  Grow- 
ers Association  to  adopt  one  crate  instead  of  the  three  then  in  use.  this 
hureau  took  up  the  matter  'with  southern  manufacturers  with  a  view  to  se- 
curing the  adoption  of  the  same  sized  crate  for  Florida  lettuce.    As  a 
result,  growers  from  the  lianatee  section  of  Florida  presented  a  petition 
to  the  Standard  Container  ^ianufacturer s  Association  requesting  tn^z  the 
New  York  crate  he  adopted  by  them  as  their  standard  crate.     Tliis  means  the 
substitution  of  one  crate  for  the  four  formerly  used. 

8.  ECONOMIC  ASPECTS  OF  IRRIC-ATION  H5IITC-  STUDIED. 

The  Division  of  Land  Economics  is  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads  in  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  economic  aspects  of  irrigation 
It  is  expected  that  schedules  will  be  obteined  from  about  8,000  far.-rers 
showing  their  financial  status  and  progress,  cost  of  reclamation,  asA  ap- 
proxima.te  net  returns  available  for  defraying  these  costs.     The  exteat  of 
this .  information  has  been  icade  possible  through  a  cooperative  agreemort 
with  the  Sureau  of  the  Census  whereby  the  divisions  representing  the  Depart 
ment  of  Agriculture  assume  responsibility  for  census  enumerations  in  cer- 
tain districts,  not  only  collecting  the  regular  census  schedules  but  also 
supplementary  schedules  providing  additional  information.    E.  P.   Teele  is 
now. in  the  V/est  supervising  this  inquiry.

3aker, 
Agricaltaral  Economist  of  the  Division  of  Land  Z-ccnomics, 

This  atlas  will  be  in  five  sections,  two  of  wiich  -  those  dealing 
with  "precipitation  and  Plomidity"  and  "Frost  and  the  Growing  Season"  - 
have  been  issaed. 

The  "iTative  Vegetation"  section  of  the  atlas  has  recently  appeared. 
It  was  prepared  by  Dr.  sliantz,  of  the  Bareaa  of  Plant  Indastry,  and  Dr.  Zon, 
of  the  Forest  Service,  ander  the  general  sapervision  of  Dr.  3s2<er, 

This  section  contains  a  large  map  in  colors  shoring  the  distribation 
of  the  principal  vegetation  tj-pes  in  the  United  States.     The  map  is  the  first 
one  to  be  issaed  in  this  coantry  carrying  as  mach  detail,   and  is  said  to  be 
one  of  the  most  notable  contribations  to  oar  knowledge  of  £eograr)hic  con- 
ditions made  in  recent  years.    IIa,tive  vegetation  is  the  resalt  of  a  coabi- 
nation  of  climatic,  physiographic  and  soil  conditions,  and,  therefore,  af- 
fords valuable  criteria  of  the  suitability  of  the  land  to  the  varioas  crops 
and  pasture  grasses,  Dr.  Eaker  sa^^s. 

This  section  of  the  atlas  supplements  the  sections  already  issaed 
as  well  as  that  on  ''Temperature,  Sanshine  and  Wind"  viiich  is  being  submitted 
for  publication  and  the  section  on  "Soils  and  Land  Relief"  rhich  is  in  prepara- 
tion.

He  vas  particularly  interested  in  learning  hor'  these  departments 
function,  ¥vhat  statistics  are  collected  and  are  obtainable.    He  ii^ade 
a  general  survey  of  the  countries'  agricultural  and  livestock  industries. 
He  collected  a  vast  mass  of  material  T;hich  he  expects  to  prepare  in 
condensed  form  and  make  available  to  the  bureau. 

Mr.  Estabrook  comes  back  very  favorably  irnpressed  vrith  Argentina, 
T7hich  he  says  vdll  become  in  all  probability  a  second  United  States, 
and  duplicate,  during  the  next  f e^'  years,  the  vronderful  progress  made 
in  this  country,    He  found  Paraguay  a  most  charming  country,  much  of  riiich 
is  similar  to  the  Shenandoali  region  of  Virginia  but  viiose  progress  is  in 
about  the  same  stage  as  that  of  the  United  States  a  hundred  years  ago. 
Southern  Brazil  is  also  a  revelation,  particularly  to  one  from  the  United 
States,  because  of  its  mountainous  and  picturesque  character,  its  rich 
soils,  and  the  ronderful  development  that  is  taking  place  in  the  City 
and  State  of  Sao  Paulo.    Mr,  Estabrook  firmly  believes  that  the  people 
of  the  United  States  can  vi^ell  afford  to  study  South  An^erican  geography, 
history,  agriculture  and  progress,  because  of  the  great  develo-oment' 
which  is  bound  to  come  in  the  future.    He  believes  that  more  attention 
should  be  paid  by  us  to  the  Spanish  language  vhich  is  at  present  the 
greatest  barrier  to  a  good  understanding  betr-een  the  American  peoples. 

Mr.  Estabrook  reports  that  throughout  the  southern  half  of  South 
America    rainfall  has  been  deficient  for  the  nast  six  months,    There  is 
less  sno^,v  on  the  Andes  mountains  and  less  vrater  in  the  rivers  than  at 
any  time  during  the  memory  of  man.    This  shortage  -;ill,  of  coarse,  reduce 
crop  prodaction  this  season,

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' m'.   CHRISTEITSM  GIVES  VIEWS 

ON  COOPEBATIVE  ivlARI^ETIITG-. 

Efficient  management  and  the  attitade  of  the  members  toward  the  fanda- 
mental  relation  between  product  ion  and  marketing  are  the  t-cro  factors  ^7hich 
determine  more  than  anything  else  the  saccess  or  failare  of  cooperative 
organizations,  according  to  the  observations  of  Chris,  L. .  Christensen,  v;ho 
retarned  last  Saturday  from^a  three-months  trip  to.Elorida,  the  Pacific 
Coast  states  and  the  Ijorth-^est,     llie  iinportance  of  ha.ving  men  with  business 
capacity  to.  head  ap  cooperative  organizations  can  not  be  overestimated,  he 
pointed  oat.    Mr,  Christensen  said  that  cooperative  organizations  are 
beginning  to  r-salize  :nore  than  ever  before  that  production  and  marketing 
are,  inseparable,   stating  that  \'ery  often  the  solution  of  a  m.arketing  problem 
may  be  found  to  originate  in  loroduction  practices.    Organizations  are  also 
learning  that  production  must  be  regulated  to  m.eet  market  demands,  he  said. 

The  object  of  Mr»  Christensen' s  trip  v?as  to  make  a  f  irst  hand  study  of 
cooperative  marketing  organizations  as  they  had  developed  for  handling  fruits 
'and  vegetables,  dairy  products,  poultry  products,  wool  and  grains.    He  also 
desired  to  establish  personal  contacts  with  the  managenent  of  these .organiza- 
tions.   Most  of  his  time  v/as  spent  in  California  vhere  he  got  in  touch  with 
25-30  organizations.     In  Oregon  he  studied  the  wool  marketing  associations, 
and  in  fjorth  Dakota  and  Minnesota,  he  investigated  the  business  methods  and 
pra^ctices  of  farmers',  elevators  to  determhne  "tiat  factors  enter  into  the 
efficient  management  of  the  elevators.

The  Bradford  set  made  up  by  us,  the  Departm.ent  of  Commerce,  and 
representatives  of  the  American  wool  trade  is  practically  acknowledged  by 
the  federation  as  being  accuratelj^  representative  of  the  samples  turned  . 
over  to  the  American  Government  officials^ 

A^^ter  a  conference  here  Monday  with  members  of  the  Joint  Research 
and  St andardiz action  Committee  which  is  made  up  of  American  Government 
Departments,  and  wool  trade  organizations,  it  was  announced  that  another 
set  of  Aiierican  grades  could  be  drawn  up  to  meet  the  ideas  of  the  federation. 
This  correlation  vail  be  made  mth  the  aid  of  microphotography  and  microscopic 
measurements  of  diameter  of  fibre  zo  make  as  accurate  a  matching  up  of  the 
sets  as  is  both  humanly  and  mechanically  possible.

DISTINQUISHED  VISITOR. 

Maj-.  Percy  Greathead,  of  Joliannestrirg,  Transvaal  Province,  South 
Africa^  who  arrived  in  the  United  States  last  August  and  spent  the  inter- 
vening time  studying  American  agriculture,  was  in  Washington  for  a  few  days 
prior  to  sailing  for  his  home.     He  visited  this  "bureau  reporting  details 
of  his  trip  that  our  representatives  helped  him  olan.     He  also  discussed 
some  of  the  production  and  marketing  problems  he  encountered. 

Because  of  his  interest  in  cotton  and  citrus  fruit  the  10,000  miles 
covered  during  his  stay  in  this  country  were  mainly  in  the  cotton  "belt,  and 
in  Plorida,  Arizona  and  California.    V/hile  on  his  trip  he  purchased  and 
shipped  to  South  Africa  orange  packing  machinery,  cotton  gin  machinery,  and 
cotton  planting  machines.    He  also  took  with  him  improved  strains  of  a 
large  numher  of  varieties  of  American  cotton. 

On  his  own  farm  of  5)000  acres  in  South  Africa,  Major  G-reathead  has 
1,200  acres  devoted  to  cotton,  6,000  orange  trees,  and  a  herd  of  Ayrshire 
cattle.     "For  many  years"  he  said,  "I  have  "been  intensely  interested  in 
the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     I  got  your  "bulletins  and 
reports,  and  studied  them  to  such  an  extent  that  I  was  informed  regarding 
American  agriculture  and  knew  just  what  I  wanted  to  see  and  where  I  could 
see  it.     Por  I5  years  I  have  wanted  to  m£?lce  this  trip.     I  traveled  only 
during  the  day  and  several  thousand  miles  were  covered  "by  automo"bile. "

63  to  77»  inclu- 
sive, of  the  fisael  regulations  containing  instructions  regarding  the 
purchase  of  supplies  and  services  othei  thaji  personal.     It  will  ce  noted 
in  paragraph  67  that:  "All  hids  for  supplies  or  services  for  use  of  the 
department  in  Washington  mast  he  obtained  through  the  Director  of  Purchases 
and  Sales  (Office  of  the  Secretary).    Bids  for  svpplies  or  services  for  the 
field  shall,  «7henever  practicable,  also  he  obtained  through  the  Director 
of  Purchases  and  Sales."    All  bids  and  requiests  for  bids  in  this  bureau 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Administrative  Office  irhich  shall  in  turn 
forward  them  to  the  Director  of  Purchases  and  Sales  thro-ogh  the  Section 
of  Property  and  Supplies,    After  bids  or  requests  are  transmitted  to  the 
Director  of  Purchases  and  Sales,  no  rction  or  cor^runicr.tion  chould  be 
had  with  bidders  or  prospective  bidders  ;^ithout  authorization  from  the 
director's  office.

tray  gauge  and  moving  the  tra,y  "bail  forward.    Ke  also  tried  fastening 
ru'b'ber  "bands  from  the  stripper  to  the  tray  gauge  which  seemed  to  ansT/er 
the  same  purpose.    Offices  having  "static"  trouhles  might  try  one  of  the 
plans  suggested  "by  Mr.  Lemott.
